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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 1-6 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawing sheets are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference character(s) mentioned in the description: 

Reference character 4 (page 7, line 21) is not shown in Figure 7. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 

Reference character b in Figure 3 is not mentioned in the specification. 

Corrected drawing sheets, or amendment to the specification to add the reference 
character(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1 84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the language should be clear and 
concise and should not repeat information given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which 
can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," 
"The disclosure describes," etc. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
"shwon" 9page 7, line 24) needs to be changed to --shown—, 
"opering" (page 10, line 1) needs to be changed to -opening--. 

"die-down loop (6)" (page 10, line 25) needs to be changed to -tie-down loop (6)-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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6. A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .125(a) 
because the claims need to be on a separate sheet from the specification. New claims on a 
separate sheet of paper were filed on 23 June 2004. The original specification still contains the 
claims not on a separate sheet of paper. 

A substitute specification filed under 37 CFR 1.125(a) must only contain subject matter 
from the original specification and any previously entered amendment under 37 CFR 1.121. If 
the substitute specification contains additional subject matter not of record, the substitute 
specification must be filed under 37 CFR 1.125(b) and (c) 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 2, 5 and 7-12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Regarding claim 2, "or said vent" (line 4) needs to be change to —of said vent—. 
Regarding claim 7, "commprising (line 1) needs to be changed to —comprising—. 
Regarding claim 12, "a die-down loop" (line 5) needs to be changed to 

—a tie-down loop-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 
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9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The recitations of the specific features of the protective cover for motor vehicle in claims 

1 and 7 including especially the construction of the V-sectioned bag having an outward wide bag 
opening formed at a front side of the bag to align with the hood opening and being provided 
close to an upper front edge with a plurality of spaced through holes to communicate the vent 
with the bag opening is not taught nor is fairly suggested by the prior art of record.
